Varieties and Season of Blooming 


To get the greatest enjoyment out of 
daylilies one should choose vari=zties to 
range from light shades of cream and 
yellow through deep yellow and orange to 
the rich tawny and red tones. To aid you 
in obtaining the best, we endeavor to offer 
only those that have good growing and © 
blooming characters in addition to high 
flower quality. The time of blooming 
varies somewhat from year to year but one 
can roughly classify the varieties into 
four groups: viz, early, early mid-season, 
mid-season, end late. Inthe vicinity of 
Washington, De C-, varieties marked "er 
(early) bloom within the—period of May 2- 
313; those marked "emt (early mid-season) 
June 1-30; those marked "m" (mid-season) 
July 1-20; and those marked "1" (late) 
July 20 until frost.
